“The foreign policy implica- 
tions of the CIA’s activities are 
becoming increasingly impor- 
tant.

"The committee ought to 
assert proper Jurisdiction In 
those areas where foreign poll 
cy Is affected, determined and 
executed— and the CIA is one 
of those areas.’’ 

The resolution Sen. Mc- 
Carthy soon will introduce will 
authorize the Foreign Rela 
tions Committee "to make _ 
fttil and complete study with 
respect to the effects of the 
operations and activities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
upon the foreign relations of 
the United States.’’

The Fulbrlght committee’s 
[controversial Investigation of 
this nation’s Intervention in the 
Dominican Republic revolution 
last Spring accounts, in part, 
for the Increased agitation 
within the commlttcq to take a 
good look at the CIA, 

Sen. Fulbright and some other 
members became convinced not 
only that American policy failed 
in the Dominican Republic but 
that it failed because the Pres- 
ident was misled by faulty ad- 
jvice and intelligence. 

' The committee split sharply 
on this question— and not along 
party lines. Sen. Fulbrlght’s 
condemnation of the Admini- 
stration's Dominican' policy 
also led to a substantial cool*- 
lng in the personal relation- 
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lations Committee, but it Is 
not certain that It will be 
brought to a vote. • 1 

With the support of a com-* 
mittee majority, Sen. Fulbright 
could go ahead with an inves-; 
tigation even without the res-1 
olutlon. But it will be avail- 
,able if It Is decided that a’ 

[ formal vote Is desirable.
